PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 


SMALL-POx is raging at Paterson, N. 
J., in spite of wholesale vaccinaiion. It is 
charged that tHe virus obtained is useless. 

Miss IpA GRavEs, aged 19, was shot 
dead as she sat at a window in Marietta, 
Mich., the other evening. Suspicion falls 
on her father’s hired man, named Sullivan, 
a lover, whose proposition she had refused 
in the afternoon. 

ALICE FIELD, a pretty girl of fifteen, 
was drugged and assaulted by James Car- 
penter and Wm. McMurry, at Hasling, 
Mich., on the 20th, and died within a few 
hours. 

R. O. Storrs & Co., manufacturers 
of woolens at Dedham, Mass., have failed. 
Liabilities, $450,000; nominal assets, $225, - 
000. 

JOHN WHINNING, aged 18, was fatally 
injured by the accidental discharge of his 
gun while hunting near Newburg, W. Va., 
on the 19th. 

A FREIGHT TRAIN on the Charlotte & 
Augusta road, was thrown from the track 
near Columbia, S. C., early the other morn- 
ing, obstructions having been placed in a 
gravel-pit. The engine, tender and five 
box cars were wrecked. The engineer was 
badly scalded. The fireman was slightly 
wounded, and a brakeman named Tom 
Mitchell was killed by the tender rolling on 
him. 

Wm. Grisson, City Marshall of Hori- 
con, Wis., was shot and seriously injured 
the other night by a drunken man whom he 
tried to arrest. 

THE explosion of a three-gallon can 
of benzine demolished a brick house in 
Frankford, Pa., the other day. Mrs. Heff 
was badly injured. 

A DESPERATE fight between Mexican 
Custom-house officers and fifteen smug- 
giers is said to have occurred on the road 
between Lampasas and Milmos Mountains, 
Mex. Four of the smugglers were killed 
outright and four more captured and taken 
prisoners to Monterey, seven escaping. 
The goods found in possession of the smug- 
glers consisted of American prints, and 
were confiscated. 

A MEETING of Socialists in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., on the 22d, was broken up by the 
police. 

L. B. CorpEer, F. A. Meade, J. C. 
Cass, and J. F. Reades, cowboys with Maj. 
Falls, who is in charge of a lot of cattle be- 
longing to Supt. Strong and others, of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, be- 
ing on a big spree, attacked the east- 
bound train at Lakin, Kans., the other 
day. The raid was instituted by a dis- 
charged operator. The cars were perforated 
in many places and the windows broken,but 
no one was seriously injured. A posse of 
ten men. captured «all the parties, one of 
them making a desperate resistance. He 
was fired at over twenty times, and his 
horse killed. He was finally dislodged from 
a dug-out. 

Harry and Estella Fancher, aged 
about 35 and 45 years respectively, claiming 
to be brother and sister, have been arrested 
in Detroit, Mich., for obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses in Buffalo, N. Y. They 
took rooms, advertised for “young ladies 
wanting employment at $60 per month, se- 
cured an advance of $5 from about 159 vic- 
tims and emigrated. They were preparing 
to victimize Michigan girls by a similar en- 
terprise.

H. P. Keys, a guest at the Valentine 
House, Washington, D. C., blew out the 
gas before going to sleep the other night.

by John Roberts, a blacksmith. The 
wild creature had appeared several 
tenet. at a -fire.. which it was the 
habit of Carey Moore, colored, of the 
neighborhood, to.lieht after dark in the yard 
of his house for the preparation of his meals. 
Roberts was put there to watch for her, and 
she appeared even before the flames were 
well kindled. She presented such a wild look 
in the half light and asked for tood in such a 
wild fashion that Roberts was demoralized. 
He recovered, however, made an outery, and 
attempted to seize the woman, but she slip- 
ped through his hands and disappeared in 
the dark shadows of the woods. Major Steven 
Cowellcaught sight of the creature on the 
following morning and chased her across an 
open field. He was badly hurt in his efforts 
to keep up with her, and reported that she 
outran a buck and cleared four corn rows at 
a leap. That night she was again en- 
ticed from the gloom of the woods by 
the kindling of a fire, and was chased 
by thirty men withont success. Capt. Marsh 
Allen later on met her in the neighborhood 
her face torn and bleeding and a long, bloody 
knife in her hand. The creatute was naked, 
and so unearthly and terrible-looking to him 
that he says he is not sure itis a human be- 
ing. Her hair reached almost to her feet, but 
was kinky like that ofthe African. It is not 
mere fright which has caused the cotntry 
people to organize in their attempts to catah 
the creature, who has been living in the forest 
and swamp fastnesses for a year or more, 
Some months ago it is reported that an in- 
tant was spirited away from its parents’ 
yard while they wwe in the corn-field, and 
was never heard from, and the disappearance 
was from that section of the country in which 
the wild woman has been seen, and mothers, 
white and black, arein terror for fear their 
little ones may also become food for the can- 
nibal negress. The excitement among the 
negroes and simple county folk is intense. 
By the more intelligent farmers the theory is 
advanced that the creatyre is some half- wit- 
ted woman who has begn so hunted down 
that she lives in terror of all human beings, 
and, therefore, lives like an animal in the 
forest. 
















Miscellaneous Items. 


The annual report of the United States 
Commissioner of Education shows that in 
the sixteen Southern States and the District 
of Columbia the white school population is 
8,879,961; the total enrollment, 2,215,674. 
As to the colored the total school popula- 
tion is 1,803,257; total-enrollment, 784,709; 
and the expenditure for both races is }$12,- 

75,044. There are 16,669 colored public 
schools, 44 normal schools, 36 colored insti- 
tutions of secondary instruction, 15 colored 
universities and co'leges, 22 colored schools 
of theology, 3 colored law schoots, 2 colored 
medical schools, 2 solored deaf and dumb 
and blind institutions. Delaware, Kentucky 
and Maryland are the only States where the 
school funds are not equalized between the 
two races.

Stained Glass. 


Years ago stained glass windows 
would have suggested to the vulgar 
mind “a dim religious light,” but 
modern fashion has decided that light 
transmitted through color is pleasanter 
and more artistic than the full glare of 
the “white light of day,” and so it 
comes to pass that handsome houses to- 
day are all more or less decorated with 
it. Great interest attaches to the 
modern methods of painfing glass, as 
the process is erroneously called, for, 
asa matter of fact, very little painting 
enters into the preparation of colored 
glass windows, and in the highest 
achievements of skilled artists none at 
all. They depend entirely for effect up- 
on combinations of the natural colors oi 
the manufactured glass, and, difficult as 
it is to realize this, the most beautiful 
results are somewhat independent of a 
brush. Thirty years ago it was gener- 
ally supposed an impossibility for 
modern skill to produce anything in the 
least degree equal to the marvels 
achieved by early artists, and ancient 
glass painting was almost looked upon 
as one of the lost arts; but now the 
highest authorities are of opinion that 
painted glass can be manufactured su- 
perior to the best specimens of the Mid- 
dle Ages. Indeed, since 1850 the 
processes by which such splendid re- 
sults were attained have been brought 
to light by modern research. A series of 
chemical analyses was instituted by an 
Englishman, who during his life devoted 
special study to antiquarian glass, and 
the result of his investigations made it 
an easy matter to reproduce both quali- 
ty and color of ancient glass. From that 
time to this improvements have been 
constantly made, until the modern 
house gleams with tints and tones of 
beauty, and colored glass plays a most 
prominent part in home decoration. 

We talk of ‘‘stained”’ glass almost as 
incorrectly as of *‘painted”’’ glass, for in 
reality every color communicated to 
this material, with one exception, is the 
result of manufacture, and is fused into 
the glass while in process of makinz. 
These colors are wholly mineral, and in 
the process of fusing they undergo 
chemical changes which develop their 
brilliancy and transparency. None of 
the clear bright colors are perceived 
until the work is completed, and the ar- 
tist has to contend with the immense 
flifficulty of seeing the effect of what he 
js doing only when completion allows 
the light to shine through. There‘is but 
one color, as we have said, which is 
really *‘stained’’ in, and that is yellow, 
in all its tones, from the lightest shade 
of lemon to the deepest orange, whichi s 
obtained by the use of oxide or chloride 
of silver, which, being applied to color- 
less glass is subjected to great heat, 
when it penetrates the material and 
gives it its tint. The depth of color de- 
pends upon the amount of silver and the 
degree of heat to which it is subjected. 

he process of producing a colored 
glass window is interesting, even in its 
simplest phase, while, when really 
artistic results are striven for, it becomes 
a work of intense expectation and de- 
light. The ordinary windows, such, for 
example, as we find in halls and stair- 
ways in inexpensive houses, in stores, 
etc., are made of cheap “rolled cathe- 
dral’’ glass, much of which is imported 
from England, and is often manufac- 
tured in very bright colors. A design 
is first made by an artist, which is called 
‘6a cartoon,’’ and upon which he marks 
in numbers the colors he desires to have 
used. From this cartoon another de- 
sign, known as a ‘‘cutting pattern,”’ is 
made, which merely gives the outlines 
for the various pieces of colored glass to 
be cut and placed in position upon it. 
Once in position, they are pinned se- 
curely in place, and then the leading, 
which is already prepared and grooved 
to fit into each piece, is laid round them, 
and, being flexible, it is easily adjusted, 
to be soldered later on. In this simple 
way the plain, ordinary window grows 
beneath the workman’s hands, to be 
changed in appearance afterward, as 
the artist may determine. In the old- 
fashioned way shading was put in by 
enamel, and in the ordinary methods 
to-day, as practiced in England, the 
same process is resorted to. But it is 
not in such application that the beauty 
of the modern colored window consists. 
The artist to-day sets before himself the 
difficult task of reproducing nature as 
she is in colored glass without the use of 
enamel, paint or pigment, that is to say, 
merely by combinations of the colors 
produced in the manufactured glass. To 
do this, to give the exact shade desired, 
one color is laid upon another, some- 
times two or even three tints being 
necessary, and as the light passes 
through them the desired result is at 
length attained. 

Various kinds of glass are used in the 
making of these beautiful windows, 
rolled or cathedral glass, antique and 
opalescent glass, and what are known 
as ‘jewels’ and ‘‘crystals,’’ which are 
laid in position and give it a studded 
appearance. These ‘jewels’? are 
ground and thoroughly polished, while 
the ‘crystals’ are simply hacked off 
lumps of colored glass, and chipped in- 
to the required shape by the hammer. 
In some of the handsomest residences, 
we find not only stained glass windows, 
transepts, andl doors, but stained glass 
ceilings, which aré extremely beautiful, 
and which are made by lining the glasa 
with a back-ground of gold or silver leat 
in such a way that refraction is ob- 
tained. Skylights and domes of colored 
glass are usual, and some of those made 
in New York and vicinity are remarka- 
bly beautiful.—W. Y. Times.

Many disadvantages against which we

Prejudives are slowly coming to ‘an end, 
and ere long our posterity will see the 
day that we now look forward to. 

The resources of the people of Alabama 
are about as great as in any other 
State of the South. Let us develop a pros- 
perity among ourselves, which will create 
in our people a desire to remain here, and 
in others a desire to come. 

We are poor. Notwithstanding, we have 
nearly as many among us who own real es- 
tate asin any other State, in the South,— 
To begin, I will suggest, that we go to 
work and purchase grounds in or about the 
city of Huntsville for the erection of a 
kind of laboring, selfsupporting College, to 
be known by whatever name may be deem-- 
ed most appropriate. I would suggest, too, 
that it be gotten up entirely clear of secta. 
rianism: That no eligible lady or gentle- 
man desiring to become a teacher or pupil 
of the school, shall be debarred on account 
of color or religious belief. That we ask 
our friends in the county to participate in 
this by contributing, and becoming officer’ 
as well as those in town,—both men and 
women, that we call on the white friends 
of education, Northern and Southern, to 
aid in the undertaking. An undertaking 
of this kind should be clear of political or 
all color of any scheme for individual ben- 
efit. I therefore think that I 
should not become au officer or teacher by 
virtue of my suggesting it. A large major- 
ity of our colored youth who are each day, 
making their way to public farms, coal 
mines, State and County prisons, might 
by moderate laborand education, be made 
useful and respectable citizens.

Toothpicks. 


The greatest chemist of modern times 
remarks that the civilization of 4 coun- 
try or family is indicated by its con- 
sumption of soap. Perhaps as much may 
be said of the toothpick, for it is certain 
that America uses more toothpicks than 
do the effete monarchies and despotisms 
of the Old World. A barbarian does 
not use toothpicks, either because - his 
teeth are sound, whichis the rare excep- 
tion, or because he is a barbarian, which 
isthe rule. A man who uses a tooth- 
pick is civilized. But there are degrees 
of civilization and refinement, and in 
order to find a scientific basis for the 
proper classification of toothpick using 
people, one might either use the mate- 
rial of the toothpick as a foundation, or 
the manner in which the toothpick is 
handled. 

There are toothpicks of wood or 
quills, ivory or metal. The wooden 
toothpicks may be subdivided into those 
of soft and hard wood, of which the 
former are preferable. Then, again, a 
division may be based upon the point 
of the toothpick. Probably the best 
wooden toothpicks come from Japan; 
they are short, and can be used without 
being noticed. The quill toothpicks are 
either simple or ornamented. Ivory and 
golden toothpicks are a permanent arti- 
ticle, while nearly all others are used 
once and then should be thrown away. 
Good toothpicks are more or less elas- 
tic, and nearly all of them are so cheap 
that everybody can afford to use them 
judiciously. A toothpick per se is strictly 
indifferent—that is to say, it has no 
moral or sesthetic value, the latter being 
bestowed by him or her who uses it. In 
this respect the toothpick resembles an 
act—it derives its dignity or vulgarity 
from the person behind it. And there 
lies the essence of the matter. 

Imagine a lady in faultless attire, 
handsome and admirable, with a tooth- 
pickin her mouth! The spectacle is not 
pieasing. Or imagine a dinner party, 
the last course of which consists of tooth- 
picks handed around by the waiters and 
then avplied by the whole company. 
The sight is perfectly unpleasant. Every 
civilized man, woman and child has the 
right to use a toothpick, but have they 
the right to use toothpicks to the dis- 
comfort of others? And to fine organi- 
zations the visible use of the toothpick is 
a source of disgust. A man who uses a 
toothpick in public shows either that he 
is not aware of the annoyance which he 
gives to others or he deties good man- 
ners and prefers to be set down indeli- 
cate and gross. The rule applies with 
double force toa woman, for women are 
the natural and conventional guardians 
of good manners. When sensible men 
are in doubt on a matter of politeness or 
fine propriety, they consult a lady. 
What, then, ean be said of a lady who 
carries a toothpick in her mouth? She 
might as well rinse her mouth or brush 
her teeth in public. 

The truth is that the associations of a 
toothpick are necessarily indelicate, for 
the toothpick reminds one of bad teeth 
or food particles held in the wrong 
place. 
toilet article, and ranks with the tooth- 
brush, the nail cleaner or the ear spoon. 
These articles have to be used, but not 
in public. Every hand is marred by 
unclean finger-nails, but the nails ought 
not to be cleaned in public. Nor should 
teeth be brushed or picked in public. ln 
hotel lobbies there are always men—not 
really gentlemen—-and, alas! occasion- 
ally women, with a toothpick in their 
mouth. Quite likely these same persons 
eat with their knives and cut their fin- 
ger nails at the dinner table. But in this 
matter their example is not commend. 
able.—Boston Advertiser.

Feeding Up for Winter. 





It is literally true that the time to 
make hay is while the sun shines, for 
the simple reason that sunshine is nec- 
e-sary for the drying process. It is 
equally true that the time to fit stock 
for winter is while we have, without ar- 
tificial protection, congenial tempera- 
ture, combined with such varieties in 
food as the growing season gives us. 
By supplementing this with grains, 
meal, oil cake, and the like, we are in 
the most rapid manner enabled to put 
flesh on our cattle and other stock pre- 
paratory to winter. The conditions fa- 
vorable for gain will soon disappear,and 
it is the poorest kind of policy to delay 
the giving of grain or ground feed till 
the stock are finally placed in their sta!ls 
for the winter. At any rate, individual 
animals that have up to this time re- 
mained thin, should be selected out, 
whether cattle, horses, or pigs, and fed 
extra allowances of the very best of 
foods. 

This without any reference to mar- 
keting or to mere appearance sake, but 
simply for the same reason that hay- 
making is attended to while the condi- 
tions are right for it, for the gain of a 
beast ends when winter is established ; 
at least under the conditions with which 
they are generally surrounded. - It is 
well understood that stock will gain 
more rapidly on a variety of food than 
when confined to a meager assortment, 
and such as are in thin condition should 
have the special attention of the feeder 
during the coming few weeks.— Live 
Stock Journal. .
